covered over with layers, of leaves. 
‘The ice or frozen snow was used as 
cceasion’ required both as ans. iced 
drink itself and also to cool other 
drinks. ‘'he Romans also enjoyed 
the luxury of iced’ drinks, buty they

Arthur Henderson, member of the 
British war council and the labor 
tnember of the delegation, now visit- 
ing Russia, in a brief survey of con- 
ditions in this country, said that he is 
much impressed with the more hope- 
ful spirit prevailing among the Rus- 
sian people. 

This unmistakable improvement, he 
believed, was largely due to the in- 
crease of public confidence in the 
gcvernment, the resumption of the 
offensive on the battle front, a bet- 
ter understanding to the actions and 
intentions of the entente allies, and a 
realization that the beneficial possi- 
bilities of the revolution were need- 
lessly placed in risk by the forces of 
disorder. 

Mr. Henderson did not suggest 
all danger was over for, un- 


tions showing that politically, finan- 
cially and industrially the position of 
the country was so uncertain and 
as to require the most 
skillful handling if a permanent im- 
provement is to be obtained.

With “Bill” After War 


Publication by the state department 
of Liberal’s note severing relations 
with Germany, reveals that Germany 
is threatening to hold smaller powers 
liable after the war for any damage 
done now to German interests. 

The Liberian note says that rela- 
tions between the two governments 
are severed, “in spite of the veiled 
threat made by the acting imperial 
German consul in his published state- 
ment of ‘war news,’ issued and cir- 
culated, under the official seal of his 
imperial government, on the 21st of 
April, to the effect that powers of the 
third and last importance will be 
held to strict accountability for all 
damage done to German interests, the 
bill for which will be presented and 
payment thereof enforced after the 
happy issues of the war.”

Russian Law Is Suspended 


New Socialist Minister Sub mits 
Bills on Land Reform 


The provisional government has 
decided to suspend operations of the 
Agrarian law passed in 1906. With- 
out the Duma’s consent, M. Stolypin, 
the premier at the time, provided: for 
the abolition of commercial owner- 
ship of peasant land and the substi- 
tution of individual ownership, The 
sponsor for the repeal is the new 
Socialist minister of agriculture, M. 
Tchernoff, 

The minister has submitted to the 
council of ministers ten other bills 
on land reform, town as well as 
country, One provided for the bet- 
ter aplication of science in the work 
of the ministry of agriculture; an- 
other establishes a department of ag- 
riculture, economy and policy; an- 
other regulates the exploitation of 
forests. In principle the council ap- 
proved these bills. It is intended to 
promulgate them = speedily, leaving 
for the constituent assemblies deci- 
sion the basic question of the trans- 
fer of the lands of the nobility to the 
peasantry.

Deepest Mine In World 


The deepest mine in the world is 
the Morro Velho in Brazil, the low- 
est galleries of which are 6,000 fedt 
below the surface.

‘Year 


Chapin and Gore, for 60 years one 
of the largest whiskey manufacturing 
firms in the country, is to go out of 
business,

fourth wanted to get some Home 
Nursing pamphlets. In the fifth 
home was a little three-months-old 


baby who was being raised on the 
bottle. I spent two and a half hours 
here giving formulas and help and 
advice, and I am going back tomor- 
row to teach her how to make cream 
soups, etc. 1 also lectured to the 
school children today.” 

“T spent all morning with Mrs. X. 
(not Canadian). She has a_ three- 
months-old baby and has to bring it 
up on the bottle and knows very lii- 
tle about it, but is very glad to learn. 
I worked out formulas for her ac- 
cording to Dr, Holt, and showed her 
how to prepare albumen water, and 
finally 1 prepared her dinner which 
consisted of a cream soup and toast. 
She liked the soup and wanted to 
know hew to make it. Her husband 
went to the city yesterday, so I 
wrote an account of the food we were 
giving, the methods of preparing, 
and time of feeding, etc., and sent it 
with him to their doctor, and he O. 
K.'d everything. I was very glad, as 
she has so much trouble with the 
child and the father just tells her to 
let it die, it is not worth the trouble. 
T'rom dinner till five I worked for a 
lady (a different nationality). I was 
making over a hat, which I am going 
to finish this afternoon, At five I 
went back to see Mrs. X, and I made 
her an omelet for her supper. An 
old lady (different nationality © still) 
was in, and she wasn’t satisfied till 
she got a piece to take home to her 
husband, I also made a fireless cook- 
er and started to cook the cream of 
wheat. After supper—going to de- 
liver a bandage—I met Mrs. Y. She 
could not speak much English, but 
she asked me to come and fix her 
sewing machine, which I did.” 

“. . . , the youngest is twenty 
months old, and the mother was still 
nursing it because she could not af- 
ford to buy milk. Oh! she was so 
thin. She has to keep a family of 
seven on $2.20 a day—that is her hus- 
band’s wage.” 

“This morning I again went back 
to Mrs. X. I showed her how to 
make barley water and showed her 
how to use the peptonizing powder 
the doctor had recommended.” 

“This morning I was called down 
to see about the milk a little baby 
was getting. Then I made a couple 
of calls. One wanted help with her 
sewing; the other wanted some help 
with the painting of some _ picture 
frames. The rest of the day I have 
spent on a house plan.” 

“The next two wanted help with 
their gardens. On May 18 I was 
called back to Mrs, F, to show her 
how to make barley water. She 
said since I came she has not wor- 
ried so much now that she has some- 
one to ask. At least three-quarters 
of the women I have met are ailing.” 

“I made seven calls yesterday. She 
wanted to know about the care of 
house plants. Tomorrow I am going 
to help a lady to cover ‘her furni- 
ture.” 

“T planned a picnic program, and 
planned the program for the Girls’ 
Club, who will meet every week. I 
am trying to get a soldier's little boy 
to the hospital for treatment.” 

“I have had so many requests for 
help, so I really have work heaped 
up on all sides. I cut out four suits 


and laid out the basket ball field. The 
lady wanted to know how to take 


of underwear for two little boys. In 


the afternoon { went to the. school 


heat and tea stains off her oak table. 
The boy went to the 
morning. I arranged with the hos- 
pital and thén I got the Patriotic 
Fund to pay the child’s bill and ex- 
penses,” 

Several cases needing medical at- 
tention or operation have bcen re- 
ported to Dr. Fraser, provincial med- 
ical health officer and to the Patri- 
otic Society. She has purchased for 
her work a basket ball, a clinical 
thermometer and an inexpensive 
equipment for giving a few cookery 
lessons. 

The various things bought will be 
brought to the college and kept as 
equipment for such work in néw dis- 
tricts. It is expected, as this valuable 
work becomes known, that districts 
will be willing to share expenses and 
make such outlay as seemes desirable. 


The Swagger Stick 


The Universal Use of the Soldiers’ 
Cane Is Explained 

These cute little “swagger sticks” 
that officers in uniform are carrying 
on the street are the reverse of mili- 
tary in their appearance. Odd little 
affairs, sometimes not more than a 
foot and a half long and more sug- 
gestive of effeminacy than of mascu- 
line swagger. The swagger stick, as 
nearly as its origin can be traced, 
came from England, where, in days 
of piping peace, the soldier’s very 
tight dress uniform made it almost 
impossible for him to dispose of his 
hands when walking about off duty, 
end it apparently became necessary 
for him to have something to carry 
and twirl. In England the private 
soldier carries a swagger stick as 
well as the officer. They are incon- 
gruous with khaki. But put a tight, 
red tunic on a man and a gay little 
pill box on the side of his head, and 
the stick becomes logical enough. 
However, swagger sticks are not car- 
tied in the trenches.—From the Bos- 
ton Transcript.

Mounts Into Many Millions 


Gigantic Task Performed by Swiss 
Postal Authorities 


A huge.charitable work is. perform- 
ed by the Swiss postal authorities. 
The little mountain republic allows 
free postage not only to letters, pack- 
agres, and money orders destined for 
prisoners of war, but also to all cor- 
tespondence addressed by the prison- 
ers and the interned civilians to their 
relatives and friends in some of the 


most thickly populated countries of 
Europe. 
The mail matter which has thus 


been transmitted gratitously since the 
outbreak, of the war mounts into 
many millions and statistics covering 
the period from September, 1914, to 
March, 1917, indicates that through 
the mediation of the Swiss federal 
post offices at Berne and Basle nearly 
250 million letters and postal cards 
and 13 million small parcels have 
been taken over and reforwarded to 
the countries at war. 

In the same period 48,335,153 par- 
cels, some weighing up to eleven 
pounds, were forwarded to prisoners 
of war of all countries. Up to the 
end of March, 1917, 4,186,660 pack- 
ages of bread were sent by post from 
Switzerland to Germany, weighing a 
total of 7,785,438 kilos and other huge 
consignments of bread were forward- 
ed by rail. From September, 1914, to 
March, 1917, 6,681,063 money orders 
for prisoners of war were received 
and re-forwarded by the Swiss post 
amounting to a total of $93,679,749.10,

There, in the midst of the clutter of 
the average English window display, 
was a Spode sugar bowl full of loaf 
sugar. And we all gazed in awe.

Bromley bookseller advertises books 
cheap for sugar. Whist drives with 
sugar for prizes are over-patronized. 
At Christie's Red Cross Sale a bag 
of sugar completely overshadowed 
the works of Rubens and the King’s 
bronze sacrificial bowl of the Chow 
dynasty, Charity raffles for bags of 
sugar are more popular than ‘illicit 
officers’ dances. 

In the Savoy the waiter gum-shoes 
up behind) your chair to clicit in a 
whisper your preference in coffee. If 
you take sugar he delicately deposits 
on your sauccr a tiny square the size 
of an easily-taken pill. If you don’t 
his sigh of relief is your reward.

Making Cloth From Cork 


The French have perfected a pro- 
cess for manufacturing a cheap wat- 
erproof cloth from cork that is at 
once warm and durable. The cork is 
cut into very thin slices and the 
slices are treated with chemicals. This 
chemical treatment is the essential 
part of the process, for it removes 
certain elements from the cork which 
make it brittle. After the treatment 
the sheets of cork can be rolled or 
folded without breaking.

Scarcity of Food Much Less 


Allies Cannot Hope to Conquer Ene- 
my by Starvation 


A special correspondent who has 
just returned from an extensive trip 
through Germany and Austria, go- 
ing as far south as Trieste, gained 
the impression that the allies should 
not hope to conquer the enemy by 
starvation. He says the scarcity of 
food is much less than a short time 
ago, because vegetables are plentiful 
in the central powers. 

The correspondent was with the 
Austrian troops on the Isonzo front; 
they lacked nothing of food. In the 
Carso region only water was needed. 
Yet there were more than two litres 
of water daily for each soldier. 

In Vienna the correspondent stood 
in crowds lined before the Market 


hall, the milk and butcher shops. 
Nowhere did he hear any one ex 
press a desire for peace. They com- 
plained, rather seriously, about the 


lack of sugar, of sdap, of the small 
bread ration. But they said, in ef- 
fect, rather seriously: “This has been 
going on for three years. Why not 
for two more years?” 

These Viennese seemed to be con- 
vinced that if they closed their eyes 
and cultivated their palates, they 
will become accustomed to any sub- 
stitute for any food,

Facilitating Train 
Movements In U. S. 


American Roads Taking Drastic 
Measures to Speed Up Freight 
Shipments 


In order to facilitate train move- 
ments and release passenger train 
crews for other work, the railways 
of the United States are making dras- 
tic reductions compared to which 
those in Canada early this year ap- 
pear mild. Thus, for instance, the 
Pennsylvania railroad has eliminated 
no less than 102 trains, or more than 
double the number taken off the 
whole of the Canadian railways. This 
will cut down the passenger move- 


ment by an amount equivalent to 
2,268,000 train miles per annum or 
over 6,500 train miles every week 


A number of parlor cars, res- 
taurant cars and observation cars 
are being discontinued. The Boston 
and Maine has taken off no less than 
255 trains, or more than five times 
the number taken off in Canada, sav- 
ing approximately 41,000 train miles 
per week. Strenuous efforts are also 
being made to increase the carload 
and to impress on merchants the im- 
portance of rapid unloading so that 
the freight equipment shall be kept 
busy to its utmost capacity, and ter- 
intinals should be kept clear, The 
American railroads realize that speed 
in freight movement is one of the 
greatest aids they can give to help 
win the war and according to all re- 
ports are achieving remarkable re- 
sults. It is up to Canadians to sec 
that Canada is not left behind in this 
patriotic race.

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The Wrong Flag 


Only the Union Jack Should Be 
Flown on Land in Canada 


If a flag is to be regarded merely 
as a bit of bunting that may be used, 
along with any other bit of colored 
cloth, for decorative purposes, no- 
body need feel concerned as to the 
Manner in which it is used. But it 
flags are to be, as they should be, 
national symbols, there should be an 
intelligent study of them so that they 
may be used only.in the proper way. 
There is need of-such study in Cana- 
da. Although frequent efforts have 
been made to instruct the public re- 
specting the proper flag to. be shown 
in Canada there is still lamentable 
misunderstanding on the subject and 
a widespread use of the wrong flag. 
Even in quarters to which the gen- 
eral public might reasonably look for 
guidance, the mistake is made. A 
large number—probably a majority— 
of those who desire to show the flag 
are still under the erroneous impres- 
sion that the Canadian flag is the onc 
commonly called the Red Ensign, a 
red flag having a small Union Jack in 
an upper corner and the Canadian 
Arms in the fly. On any public holi- 
day, or any occasion on which a flag 
is displayed, this Red Ensign will be 
found more frequently than any oth- 
er flag. All who desire to use a flag, 
and all who like to see the National 
flag shown, should take the trouble 
to note that this use of the Red En- 
sign on land is quite incorrect. The 
nearly similar Red Ensign without 
the Dominion Arms, is the authoriz- 
ed flag of the British Merchant Ma- 
rine. It is a sea flag, and cannot 
with propriety be flown on land. The 
same class of flag, with the Domin- 
ion Arms in the fly, is authorized as 
that of the Canadian’‘Merchant Ma- 
rine, that is, of British vessels regis- 
tered in Canada. It too is a sea flag 
only, and it cannot be:properly flown 
on land. Wherever that flag is flown 
on the staff of one of our buildings, 
or in one of our public places. its use 
is distinctly improper. 

Many flag dealers, apparently, not 
understanding the flag question, have 
assumed that this red flag is the Na- 
tional flag of Canada, and have stock- 
ed up with it. They should be made 
to understand the mistake and tc 
avoid the repetition of it. The only 
flag that can properly be flown on 
Canadian soil as the National flag of 
Canada is the Union Jack. The Red 
Ensign is the correct flag for a Can- 
adian merchant ship, and it may be 
used with other flags for decorative 
purposes anywhere in Canada, But it 
should never be seen on the staff on 
land in Canada. Only the; Union Jack 
is entitled to that honor. 

If flags are to be used at all, it is 
surely worth while making a correct 
use of them.—From the Montreal 
Journal of Commerce.

Great Britain is contemplating 
three mammoth improvements’ in 
communication—a tunnel to France 
undes the English channel, a tunnel

It is believed, says the despatch, 
that one of the results of the council 
will be the introduction of a franchise 
bill for Prussia granting universal di- 
rect suffrage and the secret ballot.

Co-Operating With 
American Fleet 


Brazil Helping to Hunt German Sea 
Raiders 


_ Brazil's navy has begun co-operat- 
ing with the American fleet in Soutlt 
American waters iti hunting down 
German sea raiders and watching for 
German submarines. 

Sending of a_ special diplomatic 
mission to Brazil to arrange for 
greater co-operation of forces and 
the closest possibie co-operation of 
the two governments is under con- 
sideration. 

Without formal declaration of war, 
Brazil thus practically has joined the 
United States against Germany. 
Whether Brazil will supplement’ her 
action by a formal declaration of war 
is regarded as doubtful because the 
government at Rio de Janeiro is in- 
clined to regard its action rather as 
defensive than aggressive. 

Brazil’s seizure of the war-bound 
German ships has added to her mer- 
chant marine more than 150,000 tons 
which with that already at her dis- 
posal will, it is believed, contribute 
materially to the solution of the prob- 
lem of getting supplies to the Allies. 

Brazil’s navy is the largest of the 
South American group and in con- 
nection with the American fleet com- 
manded by Admiral Caperton, it is 
believed the work of keeping the 
south Atlantic clear of enemy crait 
will be greatly facilitated. i 

A plan for safeguarding ships car- 
rying foodstuffs to Europe already 
has been put into effect.

Enemy Aviators Afraid 


Relates Wi:y He Slid 
to Earth Instead of Be- 
hind Own Lines 


German aviators are being told by 
their superior officers that capture by 
the French or Americans means tor- 
ture.

Cost of Preserving 
Greatly Exaggerated 


Women Now Determined to Save ; 
Fruit Crop 

Last summer many women did not 
put up their regular supply of home- 
made preserves; and bitterly they re- 
gretted it. They became scared at 
what they called the high price of 
sugar. When sugar reached 71-2 
cents a pound, they let the. straw- 
berries and cherries go by. When 
sugar sold at 8 cents and 81-2 cents, 
they permitted the luscious = 
} 


‘pears, plums and apples to rot on the 


ground, 

But never again, This summer will 
sce a genuine, old time revival in 
homemade preserving; because the 
women of Canada now realize what a 
foolish extravagance it was to do 
without preserves; especially when 
the increased cost of putting them up 
is infinitesimal. 

As a matter of fact, every woman 
can prove—with her first lot of 
strawberries’, that the increased cost 
of sugar is surprisingly small, 

Turning back the files of papers 
publishing market prices, we find 
that in 1912, 1913 and 1914, up to 
the outbreak of war the average 
price of granulated sugar was 51-2 
cents a pound, Today the best gran- 
ulated sugar retails at 81-2 cents. 
This is an average of 3 cents a 
pound for the whole of the country. 

A quart jar of preserved berries 
or fruit, requires but half a pound 
of sugar; so that the increased cost 
of preserving, due to the increased 
cost of sugar, is only 11-2 cents a 
quart, compared with the cost of 
preserving before the war when 
sugar was unusually cheap. 

Now is the time for the women of 
Canada to come gallantly to the aid 
of the country, and help to conserve 
our food supplies. The fruit crop 
this year. promises. to be a record 
one, both in quality and quantity. 
Foreign markets being closed be- 
cause of the shortage in transporta- 
tion, it rests almost entirely with our 
homemakers as to whether this crop 
worth millions is to be a source of 
profit or a complete loss. 

With the home pantries filled 
with delicious jams, preserves and 
jellies; with these delicacies served 
for dessert instead of pies and 
cakes enormous quantities of . wheat 
will be released for tle troops in 
France and for the starving ‘children 
in Belgium. 

A careful consideration of the 
above facts will show to the Cana- 
dian housewife that sugar is not too 
high for preserving profitably; that 
the increased cost of sugar has not 
materially increased the cost of 
homemade preserves; and that pre- 
serving is both an economy and a 
patriotic action.

Why Advances of British Are For 


Small Distanc 
“Why is it after Brg ores have 


broken the German lines, as at 
Bullecourt, Messines or Vimy Ridge, 
they don’t push on through?” 
One of England’s foremost 
gists was asked this question. 
is hig answer: 

“The whole process of this war is 
a matter of lines of communication. 
The reason the British offensive 
seems to nibble a bit of the Hinden- 
burg line in the north and then 
strike a few days later far to the 
south, is the vital necessity of es- 
tablishing communicating lines and 
of consolidating positions, ° 

“When the British move forward 
after a terrible artillery preparation 
which has left little of the enemy 
trenches but powder and corpses, 
they don’t find many. Germans there 
—not live ones at least. The Ger- 
mans know a day or so in advance 
when a big ‘push is coming. They 
can’t help it. They fall back to 
their reserve lines in the rear, and 
consolidate their guns and men, 
ready for a counter-attack, 

“The way to stop. this counter- 
attack and hold the advantage we 
have won is to rush up our heavy 
guns and be ready to cut them to 
pieces when thicy try to ‘come back’ 

“Tt have seen 45, miles ‘of railway 
laid in three days, Our engineers at 
the front work night and day and 
this is largely why, when we once 
get hold of'a piece of the Hindenburg 
line, we hold on tg it, Bulldog ten- 
acity, the papers” call it, but it’s 
inilitary knowledge. and foresight 
just as much. 

“Furthermore, when the Germans 
feel sure that a certain spot at which 
the British have been Hammering is 
about to be attacked, they rush their 
feseryes and guns over to back up 
that particular sector, ‘That is the 
time for us to strike’ somewhere else 
while they are using all their energy 
to stop us at another ‘point.” 


Cossacks In Revolution 


How They Routed Petrograd Police 
in the Znamenskaya Place : 


The aid given by the. Cossacks to 
the Russian revolution.is described 
in the New Republic inga diary writ- 
ten by an American wh6 was present 
during the revolution and to whom 
a eyewitness told ‘the following: 

“The Znamenskaya place was full 
of people,” he said, “orators every- 
where, especially around the statue 
inthe’ centre of the square, did a 
company, of Cossacks riding around 
and around the crowd. I was on the 
outskirts, near the Newski, opposite 
the Goncharnaya. I looked up the 
Newski. Suddenly there was a shot 
behind me, close to me. I looked 
around yand saw a man’s arm and 
hand holding a smoking revolver 
straight up into the air, and then I 
saw a troop of mounted police issue 
from the Goncharnaya with naked 
sabers and charge at the crowd. Sud- 
denly a shot came from the Cossacks 
who were on my right, and the lead- 
er of the police fell down from his 
horse. ‘The. Cossacks « yelled and 
charged the police, hacking and 
swinging their whips. The police 
broke and fled. Then,” he said, “you 
should have seen the crowd. People 
kissed and hugged the Cossacks, 
climbing up on the horses to reach 
them. Others kissed and embraced 
the horses, the Cossacks’ boots, stir- 
rups, saddles, They were given’ cig- 
arettes, money, cigar cases gloves, 
anything and everything;’ His eyes 
were full of tears. “Go home,” he said 
“auick; there'll be war in the city to- 
night.”

Coal Should Be Secured Now to 
Last all Next Winter 


The: followingethdicates that there 
will be a greater coal shortage next 
winter than ‘last, “and therefore. we 
should arrange for our fuel supply 
accordingly: 

1. Great Britain is short 15,000,- 
000 tons of coal; France lacks even 
more; the coaling of Allied warships 
on the Atlantic coast, the nayal, do- 
mestic and industrial’ requirements in- 
cident to the entrance of the} United 
States as a belligerent, all mean that 
us coal prodtction- must be increas- 
ed. 

2. United States officials anticipate 
that next fall there “will be unprece- 
dented demands on rolling stock as 
well as greater difficulty in handling 
the production. ‘ F) 

3., The situation is that the United 
States companies have’ placed an em- 
bargo on coal going, ouit ofi that coun- 
try, and the United’ States desires to 
keep coal cars in that country for 
any emergency that may, arise. 

4. The present rather acute short- 
age of coal in many quarters will not 
be helped by war conditions in the 
United States. ‘ 

5. Coal prices, have generally in- 
creased, and, unless there is govern- 
ment regulation, 
higher ‘levels. 

6. The U.S. Geological Survey as 
well as other agencies having knowl- 
edge of the facts, is urging all con- 
sumers of coal, both large and small, 
to) store their. winter's fuel duting the 
summer montiis, 

In so. far as central 
Canada are concerned, the situation 
is intensified by the fact that owing 
the coal strike in the west some

200,000 tons has already beén lost 
from production this year; also, ow- 
ing to the shortage of ships and the 
great demand for iron ore for the 
manufacture of munitions, much less 
coal than ordinarily was brought up 
the Great Lakes last year, ‘so that

From the above it is evident that, 
to be assured, of our winter's, supply 
of coal, and, at the samt time, save 
inconvenience and’ perhaps higher 
prices, we should buy coal during the 
summer months wherever and when- 
ever it is available. ; 

The Dominion government has ap- 
pointed a fuel controller to take 
charge of the situation, and the caal 
dealer and househajJder can assist by 
filling their bins ‘now, with sufficient 
| coal to last through the whole winter. 
By so doing they will help ‘out con- 
ditions when the railway congestion 
occurs next fall.—W.JiD.

“The Hague convention,” continu- 
ed Mr. De Wiart, “says that ‘bellig- 
erents have not an unlimited right to 
choose means to harm the enemy.’ 
All civilized countries admit that 
acts perpetrated during a state of 
war and which are not technically 
acts of war’ may be punished by the 
ordinary civil courts or the military 
courts, whether they are crimes or 
mere offenses. In fact, the ‘German 
manual of laws of war’ mentions a 
considerable number of prohibitions 
as, for instance, those regarding the 
employment of certain weapons and 
the killing of wounded soldiers. 


“"Whoever should violate 
prescriptions,’ the maual says, ‘shall 
be responsible to his country. If 
he is taken prisoner, military penal- 
tics could be applied to him.’ 

“The same principle is stated in in- 


structions of the United States. of 
1863, which form a wonderfu) code 
of human. principles. 

“These instructions say that 
crimes committed in time of war 


niay be punished according to ordi- 
nary penal laws, not only by the 
armygto which the criminals belong, 
but aBBo by the army by which they 
are captured. 

“Under the circumstances it is ob- 
vious,” the minister continued, “that 
Germans who have killed, have stol- 
en, have set fire to buildings without 
necessities of war, may be judged by 
the courts of the allied armies and 
allied countries. Some applications 
of this principle have already been 
made. If the guilty fall into our 
hands we must not hesitate; ‘We are 
obliged to judge him, but Iet us not 
judge . contumacious .enemy © officers 
or soldiers, as there is a chance that 
we shall not be able to execute the 
sentence. 

“Even when we have the guilty 
man in our hands there are difficul- 
ties in obtaining evidence against 
him, and if he argues, as he certain- 
ly will, that he acted only by order, 


what can we answer~if-we wish -Tta 


remain just and fair. 1 am of the 
opinion, that, in these questions 
lawyers and magistrates will have to 
apply strictly the principles of inter- 
national law. If this application of 
justice is not sufficient—and, unfor- 
tunately, I fear that such may be the 
casc—competcnt authoritics should 
take other measures to give satisiac- 


tion to public opinion in regard to 
German atrocities. 

“What may these measures be? 
There are, first, reprisals; thére is 


another solution, the consequences of 
the third paragraph of The Hague 
convention, which was proposed by 
German delegates and which, reads 
as follows: “The belligerent who 
should violate the dispositions of 
the convention shall eventually have 
to indemnify the people he has rob- 
bed. He shall be held responsible 
for all acts done by persons belong- 
ing to his army.’ 

“This is the great point,” said Mr. 
De Wiart in conclusien, “and in my 
opinion there can be no peace with- 
out such reparation.” 


Conserving Food In Britain 


Saying Committee Report 
Shows People Voluntarily 
Cutting Down Rations 


War 


Premier Lloyd George has written 
to the chairman of the national war 
savings committee thanking him for 
the committee’s efforts and paying 
tribute to its success in effecting food 
economy. Mr, Lloyd George adds 
that he has every hope “that the peo- 
ple of Great Britain will be able to 
claim that they accomplished of their 
own free will what the pcople of 
other countries could only achieve by 
compulsion.” 

What the committee has done may 
be illustrated by the figures  rela- 
ting to the reduction in the consump- 
tion of bread. Thus, in the Padding- 
ton district of London, the consump- 
tion of bread dropped by 25 to 30 per 
cent, in two months. In Willesden 
bread sales per week in May amount- 
ed to 481,839, in June they dropped to 
380,404 pounds. Brighton is eating 
20 per cent. less bread, and Reading 
25 per cent. less. ' Portsmouth  re- 
ports that 180,540 pounds less bread 
per week was sold in May, and a fur- 
ther reduction of 78,840 pounds in 
June. 

These are only some figures chosen 
at random from reports collected by 
the committee, but they show the 
thoroughness of the work it has done. 


Big Potato Crop 


The potato growers of the nation 
are doing their full part in the food 
program, according to an _ official 
statement of conditions of the crop 
just issued. The 1917 acreage is 
placed at 4,384,000, as compared with 
an average acreage of 3,667,000 for 
the five years from 1912 to 1916 in- 
clusive, a gain of nearly 700,000 
acres. 

The estimated yield for the pres- 
ent year is placed at 452,000,000 bush.
